The 
Siemens-Schuckert 
works 


here were'the pioneers in trying to 
salvage manpower. 


Today, these works believe that 


they have given an answer to any 
idea that the war-blind or the war- 
maimed, 
except ' in 
extraordinary, 


cases, need i>e solely 
objects 
of 


charity and pity. 


Working on their drills, presses 


and boring machines .are men total- 
ly blinded,'arid in some cases with 
an ami missing. 


Utilization of suc.h cripples 
has 


been made possible through applica- 
tion of special machinery. The Sie- 
mens- Schuckert works began their 
experiment in human salvaging back 
iu ]91'5 before the stream of maim- 
ed and blinded had begun to pour, 
back so extensively as later. 


At that time, people scoffed at the 


experiment. "Of course," they said 
"you can't have a blind .man operate 
a drill or a lathe. You may put him 
to work caning chairs ;or making 
brushes, but on this highly technical 
work ii is quite an impossibility. 


Siemens-Schuckert 
leaders paid 


no attention to this talk, but went 
ahead to develope machines upon 
which such men could operate with 
safety.
